Schmitz  first  played  together  on 
the  campus  in  March  1937.  An 
interesting  feature  of  their  1940 
program  will  be  the  playing  of 
Professor  LeRoy  J.  Robertson’s 
Quintet  in  A Minor.  This  work 
has  won  national  recognition, 
having  received  high  praise  from 
the  foremost  musicians  and  crit- 
ics in  America.  It  was  featured 
at  the  National  Federation  of 
Music  convention,  held  in  Indian- 
apolis a few  years  ago.

School  Health 
Insurance 
Is  Studied  at  Y

Acting  upon  a long  felt  need 
for  a student  health  program  the 
student  council  including  both 
this  and  next  year’s  officcts,  vot- 
ed to  take  immediate  action  in 
its  promotion.  Following  a thor- 
ough investigation  by  the  com- 
mittee which  will  soon  be  ap- 
pointed, the  student  body  will  be 
asked  to  vote  upon  this  question. 
Students  are  invited  to  write 
their  reactions  and  opinions  to 
the  Y News,  states  Coy  Miles, 
student  council  representative. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  for 
some  plan  that  will  enable  stu- 
dents to  obtain  hospitalization 
and  the  services  of  a doctor  with- 
out the  accompanying  big  bill 
which  would  in  most  cases  ne- 
cessitate the*  students’  withdrawal 
from  school.  The  council  met  to 
art  on  this  program  Tuesday. 

"I  think  the  school  has  been 
needing  this  for  a long  time.  It 
will  be  one  of  the  greatest  pro- 
grams ever  to  be  put  over  at  the 
Y,  if  the  students  get  behind  it," 
says  John  Weenig. 

According  to  Martell  Bird, 
“For  health’s  sake,  it’s  a great 
thing!’’ 

"There  have  been  several  girls 
right  in  the  dorm  who  have  had 
to  leave  school  because  of  opera- 
tions and  illness  and  the  result- 
ing expense’’  points  out  Doro- 
thy Dixon.  “This  is  a program 
which  has  been  needed  for  sev- 
eral years.  The  health  of  the  stu- 
dents requires  more  attention 
than  it  has  been  getting. 

A student  health  program  has 
been  used  on  other  campuses  in 
the  Rocky  Mountain  region  with 
much  success,  and  a committee 
will  be  appointed  to  investigate 
all  possibilities  for  its  installa- 
tion at  the  Y.

Dr.  Stewart  will 
Teach  Forestry 

Conservation  of  natural  re- 
sources will  be  taught  here  this 
summer  by  Dr.  George  Stewart, 
senior  ecologist  at  the  Inter- 
mountain  Forest  and  Range  Ex- 
periment station.  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Og- 
den, announces  Dr.  A.  C.  Lam- 
bert, summer  quarter  dean. 

Forest  and  range  conservation 
will  be  stressed  by  Dr.  Stewart. 
He  will  explain  the  necessity  and 
means  of  providing  conserva- 
tion of  forests,  shrubs,  range 
forages,  and  other  plant  cover  as 
they  affect  land-use  manage- 
ment. 

Also,  he  will  discuss  the  inter- 
relationships of  vegetation  on 
water  supplies  and  uses,  on  soil 
preservation,  on  livestock  and 
wildlife  management  and  on  rec- 
reation. Conservation  of  coal, 
minerals,  and  oil  will  be  studied 
briefly. 

Authors  Book 

Dr.  Stewart  is  author  of  the 
book  Alfalfa  Growing,  (and  is 
co-author  with  Dr.  F.  S.  Harris 
of  Principles  of  Agronomy.  His 
study,  "The  Hazard  of  Basing 
Permanent  Grazing  Capacity  on 
Bromus  Pictorum.”  appears  in 
the  current  Journal  of  the  Amer- 
ican Society  of  Agronomy. 

Dr.  Stewart  will  also  teach 
genetic,  explaining  principles  of 
heredity,  selection,  hybridization, 
imitation,  and  acquired  character- 
istics will  be  dealt  with. 

He  received  his  B.  S.  from  Cor- 
nell in  1918  and  his  Ph.D.  from 
the  University  of  Minnesota  in 
1926. 

These  two  courses  will  be 
taught  in  the  first  term  of  sum- 
mer school.  June  10  - July  19.

Summer  Education  Conference 
Will  Bring  National  Specialists 

The  Utah  State  Department  of  Education,  the  Utah 
Education  Association,  and  other  organizations  are  cooper- 
ating with  B.Y.U.  in  the  fourth  summer  conference  on  educa- 
tion, June  17-21,  it  is  announced  by  Dr.  A.  C.  Lambert,  sum- 
mer quarter  dean. 

National  specialists  assisted  by 
many  Utahns  will  conduct  this 
conference,  he  said.  Some  of  the 
noted  authorities  who  will  par- 
ticipate are  Dr.  Ned  H.  Dear- 
born, dean,  division  of  general 
education,  New  York  university, 
and  treasurer  of  the  Institute  for 
Propaganda  Analysis;  Dr.  Ralph 
Horn,  dean,  Buffalo  state  teach- 
ers college,  New  York;  and  Pro- 
fessor Ernest  Jackman,  noted  ed- 
ucator from  University  of  Main. 

“A  unique  arrangement  per- 
mits conference  registrants  to 
take  advantage  of  regular  classes, 
demonstrations,  and  other  Uni- 
versity activities  during  the  week 
of  the  conference,  so  that  it  is 
possible  for  them  to  earn  two 
hours  of  college  credit,”  said 
Dean  Lambert. 

Credits  can  be  earned  by  par- 
ticipating in  the  prescribed  num- 
ber of  periods  in  regular  classes 
and  lectures,  and  by  doing  col- 
lateral reading  upon  which  a re- 
port will  be  made. 

Many  successful  workers  in 
education  in  Utah  and  members 
of  the  university  faculty  have  co- 
operated in  planning  the  pro- 
gram. Most  of  the  morning  will 
be  integral  with  the  regular  first- 
term  courses,  but  special  adapta- 
tions will  be  made  in  these  clas- 
ses for  the  conference  week.  Spe- 
cial demonstrations,  panels,  and 
round-table  discussions  will  be 
conducted  each  afternoon. 

Late  afternoon  and  evenings 
will  be  left  free  for  recreational 
features  which  are  being  planned 
to  provide  relaxation  and  cultur- 
al values.  Group  meetings  which 
conference  members  may  wish  to 
plan  and  conduct  for  themselves 
may  be  held  at  these  times.

Dr.  Franklin  S.  Harris,  presi- 
dent of  B.Y.U.  will  have  termi- 
nated his  work  for  the  govern- 
ment of  Iran  in  three  months,  ac- 
cording to  a communication  re- 
ceived this  week  by  Kiefer  B. 
Sauls,  secretary  of  the  university. 

In  the  letter.  Dr.  Harris  stated 
that  he  and  Mrs.  Harris  plan  to 
sail  on  July  28  from  Beirut.  Syr- 
ia. .According  to  tentative  plans, 
they  will  board  an  American 
ship  which  will  make  calls  at 
Greece,  Italy  and  other  points  in 
the  Mediterranean. 

If  the  present  plans  which  Dr. 
Harris  wrote  are  not  altered,  his 
leave  of  absence  will  terminate  af- 
ter approximately  13  months.  He 
left  the  B.Y.U.  campus  early  in 
July  last  year  to  accept  a position 
as  director  of  agriculture  rehabil- 
itation for  the  government  of  Ir- 
an (Persia)  with  headquarters  at 
Teheran.

At  last  it  can  be  told  — the 
story  behind  Swing  Town’s  late 
craze — “Tuxedo  Junction”.  An 
eight  year-old  sign-off  musical 
phrase  used  in  a famous  Negro 
ballroom  in  New  York  furnish- 
ed the  music,  and  an  Alabama 
Negro  social  rendezvous  furnish- 
ed the  title  for  the  great  musical 
sensation. 

At  the  Savoy  Ballroom  in  the 
heart  of  Harlem,  the  principal 
theme  in  “Tuxedo  Junction”  has 
been  a standard  sign-off  for  ov- 
er eight  years.  One  band,  finish- 
ing a set  of  dances  would  swing 
into  the  tune,  then  the  next  band 
would  take  it  up  and  the  bedlam 
would  begin  all  over  again. 

At  a - Bluebird  recording  ses- 
sion early  last  fall,  Erskine  Haw- 
kins ran  short  one  number.  In 
ten  minutes  he  penned  an  eight- 
bar  introduction,  and  a sixteen- 
bar  middle  to  the  principle 
phrase  and  “Tuxedo  Junction” 
was  recorded  for  posterity.  Stuck 
for  a name,  Hawkins  accepted  the 
suggestion  of  his  valet,  who  pre- 
ferred the  title  of  a trolley  cross- 
ing in  thf  steel  mill  district  of 
Birmingham,  Alabama,  where  the 
Negro  mill  workers  went  after 
work  to  change  into  their  “tux- 
edoes,” before  heading  out.  for 
an  evening’s  entertainment.

Screwy  Relay  Set  Today  Between 
Frosh  Weightmen  and  Faculty  Crew 

The  strangest  relay  race  which  ever  has  been  run  on  the  cinders 
of  Brigham  Young  university  stadium  looms  as  a special  attraction 
this  afternoon  in  connection  with  the  inter-social  unit  track  meet. 

This  new  anomaly  in  track  annals  will  be  a handicap  mile  relay 
between  members  of  the  B.  Y.  U.  faculty  and  weight  men  on  the  fresh- 
man squad. 

Plans  for  the  relay  chrystalized  Wednesday  when  4 representatives 
of  the  faculty  issued  a formal  challenge  to  the  president  of  the  fresh- 
man class,  Coy  Miles. 

The  challenge  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

“Remnents  of  the  spirit  of  teh  Age  of  Chivalry  still  survive;  also 
sparks  of  the  buoyant  and  bumptious  spirit  of  youth  still  glow  feebly 
in  the  bosoms  of  the  faculty.  Therefore,  we,  the  (albeit  flatfooted) 
Faculty  Relay  Team  of  Brigham  Young  University  formally  challenge 
the  weight  men  of  the  Freshman  Class  Track  Squad  to  a mile  relay 
race:  the  race  to  be  at  “Y”  Stadium  at  the  inter-social  unit  track  meet, 
Friday,  May  17. 

“Further  conditions  of  the  race:  Be  it  resolved  that  each  team  will 
carry,  as  a baton,  the  symbol  of  its  activity:  The  freshmen  weight 
throwers  will  carry  a shot  (at  least  a twelve-pound  shot — no  buckshot 
or  birdshot  permitted),  and  pass  it  from  hand  to  hand  during  four 
quarter  mile  laps;  members  of  the  Faculty  relay  team  will  carry  a book 
((pocketsize  edition  of  “Gone  with  the  Wind”)  as  a baton 

“Whereas,  if  the  freshmen  are  not  in  the  lists  to  defend  their 
honor,  we,  the  Faculty,  will  march  away  to  the  blare  of  triumphal 
trumpets  with  enhanced  glory,  and  the  honor  of  the  Freshmen  of  1940 
will  lie  forever  defiled,  sullied,  and  otherwise  besmirched  upon  the 
cinders  of  the  track.” 

The  challenge  was  signed  by  4 of  the  8 members  of  the  faculty 
team  each  of  whom  will  run  220  yards,  including  Dr.  Carlton  Culm- 
see,  director  of  the  extension  division;  Thomas  C.  Peterson  of  the 
bureau  of  visual  instruction;  Oliver  R.  Smith,  instructor  in  journal- 
ism; and  C.  R.  Peterson,  alumni  secretary.  The  other  members  of  the 
faculty  team  will  be  chosen  from  the  following:  J.  Weldon  Taylor  and 
Evan  Croft  of  the  office  practice  department,  Dr.  Russell  Swensen  of 
the  department  of  religion,  Jack  R.  Gibb  of  the  psychology  depart- 
ment, and  D.  Eldon  Beck  of  the  zoology  department. 

According  to  Don  Overly  of  Provo,  student  intra-mural  manager, 
the  relay  will  be  staged  near  the  middle  of  the  intra-mural  meet,  com- 
ing about  4:30  p.  m.  Friday.

To  offset  their  strength  in  the 
running  events,  the  “Y”  outfit 
is  fairly  week  in  the  hurdles  and 
jumps,  although  George  Lake  is 
expected  to  chalk  up  a few  points 
in  these  events. 

Ellsworth  Favored 
Cy  Sllsworth  is  expected  to  win 
firsts  in  the  sprints,  Henry 
Bourne  is’  favored  in  the  half 
mile,  Byron  Woodland  in  the 
mile,  and  Bus  Webb  in  the  two 
mile.  In  the  weights,  Hafen  Lea- 
vitt is  expected  to  win  both  shot- 
put  and  discus.  The  mile  relay 
team  is  also  counted  on  for  a first 
place  for  the  Cougars,  bringing 
the  “Y”  total  of  first  place  to 
eight.” 

Their  all-around  strength  in 
several  events  is  expected  to  give 
the  Cougars  additional  points  to 
bring  their  total  to  slightly  over 
70  points.

Tracksters,  29-48 

There  was  little  doubt  about 
Brigham  Young  university’s  su- 
periority over  other  Utah  col- 
leges in  dual  track  and  field  com- 
petition following  the  Cougars 
92-48  triumph  over  Utah  State 
Saturday  at  Logan. 

Carl  Clark,  co-captain  of  the 
“Y”  team,  established  a new  pole 
vault  mark  while  his  mates  were 
proving  their  complete  domina- 
tion over  the  Aggie  cinder  squad. 
Clark  broke  his  own  record  of 
13  feet  4Vz  inches  by  clearing  13 
feet  5V2  inches.  The  record  also 
surpasses  Clark’s  conference 
mark  but  it  will  not  go  on  the 
books  because  he  was  participat- 
ing in  an  intrastate  meet. 

The  Cougars  scored  clean 
sweeps  in  the  javelin,  half  mile, 
100-yard  dash,  and  220-yard  dash. 
Hafen  Leavitt  in  the  shot  and  dis- 
cuss, and  Cy  Ellsworth  in  both 
sprints,  were  double  winners  for 
the  Cougars.  George  Lake  was 
high  man  with  11  points.
